Paper  Salvage  Prizes. — The  leading  com- 
petitors have  been  announced  in  the 
Waste  Paper  Recovery  Association's  sum- 
mer waste  paper  contest  (see  C.  6-  D. 
May  9,  p.  520).  The  City  of  London,  which 
agreed  beforehand  to  enter  the  contest  as 
pacemaker  but  not  to  benefit  from  any 
prize  money,  again  achieved  first  place.

Inquest. — At  Swindon,  on  September  23, 
an  inquiry  was  held  into  the  circumstances 
attending  the  death  of  an  eleven-years-old 
boy  in  St.  Margaret's  Hospital,  Stratton. 
It  was  stated  that  a  hospital  sister  misread 
a  doctor's  instructions  and  gave  the  child 
two  ounces  of  paraldehyde  instead  of  two 
drachms.  A  "misadventure"  verdict  was 
recorded. 

Industrial  Dermatitis. — A  cautionary 
notice  on  dermatitis  has  recently  been 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
National  Service  giving  details  of  the  cause 
and  prevention  of  the  skin  conditions  met 
with  in  munition  and  chemical  factories.

The  replies  to 
date  indicated  that  most  firms  were  pre- 
pared to  co-operate  with  the  Association. 
Reports  of  special  meetings  held  in  the 
Department  of  Industry  and  Commerce  in 
connexion  with  salvage  of  essential  waste 
were  discussed.  Members  were  urged  to 
make  every  effort  to  save  paper,  empty 
tubes,  etc.  Mr.  Meagher,  with  Messrs.  L.  G. 
Smith,  A.  J.  Donnell,  P.  A.  Brady,  and 
B.  Smith,  were  nominated  by  the  committee 
to  act  on  the  masters'  panel  of  the  advisory 
tribunal  to  be  established  by  the  Minister 
for  Industry  and  Commerce  in  connexion 
with  wage  increase  applications.  Messages 
of  congratulation  were  directed  to  be  sent 
to  Messrs.  J.  F.  Costello,  Mayor  of  Galway, 
P.  A.  Brady,  Dublin,  and  M.  J.  O'Rourke, 
Dun  Laoghaire,  all  members  of  the  I.D.A., 
on  their  recent  successes  in  the  local  elec- 
tions. Members  were  reminded  that  the 
drug  prices  in  the  list  were  minimum  prices, 
and  that,  where  wholesalers'  charges  justi- 
fied a  retail  price  in  excess  of  the  list  prices, 
members  were  at  liberty  to  make  increases. 
The  committee  emphasised  that  great  care 
should  be  taken  when  calculating  the  cost 
of  prescriptions,  as  lately  several  instances 
had  been  noted  in  which  prescriptions  had 
been  dispensed  at  uneconomic  prices.

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Authorised  Alternatives 

The  fact  that  the  arrangements  in  force 
in  England  and  Wales  for  the  use  of  alter- 
native substances  in  dispensing  National 
Health  Insurance  prescriptions  differ  from 
the  corresponding  arrangements  in  Scotland 
(p.  310)  suggests  a  comment  on  the  position 
of  dispensing  chemists  in  relation  to  the 
medicaments  they  handle.  We  need  look 
no  further  than  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
with  its  five  Addenda,  for  illustrations  of 
the  difficulties  arising  from  these  permitted 
variations.  In  many,  possibly  in  most, 
cases  a  perceptible  change  in  the  appearance 
of  a  medicine  results  from  the  use  of  a 
substitute,  however  unimportant  the  change 
may  be  from  the  prescriber's  standpoint : 
then  begins  the  tedious  undertaking  of 
persuading  the  customer  that  all  is  well. 
Everyone  agrees  that  supplies  of  important 
drugs  must  be  conserved  and  that  the 
claims  of  the  Forces  upon  them  must  have 
priority ;  but  the  uncertainty  caused  by  the 
knowledge  that  at  a  given  moment  some 
pharmacists  are  dispensing  prescriptions  as 
originally  written  but  others  are  translating 
them  into  terms  of  emergency  stocks  is 
perplexing.  Some  of  the  recent  decisions 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  have  an 
appearance  of  needless  elaboration.  Its 
treatment  of  unguentum  hydrargyri  is  a 
case  in  point.  Having  sanctioned  in  the 
Third  Addendum  the  optional  use  of  "a 
suitable  quantity"  of  white  beeswax,  it 
proceeded  in  the  Fourth  Addendum,  issued 
a  few  months  later,  to  publish  the  original 
formula  of  the  1932  Pharmacopoeia  de  novo, 
plus  the  beeswax  concession,  the  only 
important  change  being  the  dropping  of  the 
synonym  "mercury  ointment."  Surely  this 
change  could  have  been  announced  more 
briefly  and  directly.  In  practice,  a  dispenser 
almost  needs  to  consult  these  Addenda  and 
the  Second  Supplement  to  the  Codex 
before  reading  a  new  prescription. 

Nutrition  and  Deficiency 

The  report  on  p.  325  of  a  fneeting  of  the 
Nutrition  Society  (Scottish  group)  calls 
renewed  attention  to  research  that  is  being 
undertaken  both  in  nutrition  and  in 
diseases  arising  from  or  incident  to  mal- 
nutrition. Several  letters  have  lately 
appeared  in  "The  Times"  on  this  subject. 
Lord  Dawson  of  Penn  is  strongly  of  opinion 
that  the  Medical  Research  Council  is  suffi- 
ciently equipped  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
work  of  co-ordination   and   extension  of 


scope ;  on  the  other  hand,  Sir  Norman 
Bennett  and  Mr.  A.  L.  Bacharach  contend, 
from  different  points  of  view,  that  the 
problems  involved  are  too  numerous  for 
the  Council  to  grapple  with  unaided.  This 
is  manifestly  too  large  a  subject  to  be 
adequately  discussed  within  the  limits  of  a 
paragraph.  In  view,  however,  of  the 
relatively  small  income  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Council  and  of  the  increasing  specialisa- 
tion in  every  science,  I  venture  to  suggest 
that  a  more  representative  body  should  be 
formed.  In  such  a  body^the  medical  pro- 
fession would  necessarily  form  a  prominent 
element ;  and  in  any  case  its  scientific  cast 
should  not  be  diluted  with  well-meaning 
cranks  of  amateur  status.  A  compact  team 
of  practising  experts  is  the  ideal.  To  the 
possible  objection  that  practising  experts 
are  very  busy  people,  I  reply  that  the 
benefit  of  a  change  of  work  has  passed  into 
a  proverb.  * 

Accidents  in  the  Pharmacy 

Mr.  S.  Hubert  Blore  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  a  fortunate  escape  from  serious  damage 
to  his  stock  and  premises  (p.  334).  With 
our  modern  respect  for  striking  scientific 
experiments  obtained  with  the  help  of 
costly  apparatus  we  have  tended  to  ignore 
less  impressive  but  in  their  way  powerful 
effects  derived  from  humbler  objects. 
"A  Popular  Dictionary  of  Facts  and 
Knowledge,"  dated  1827,  compiled  by 
S.  Barrow,  describes  burning-glasses  as 
having  been  constructed  of  sufficient 
power  "  to  melt  the  most  refractory  metals, 
and  disperse  them  and  other  substances 
into  gas,  often  in  a  few  seconds."  The 
illustration  accompanying  the  description 
shows  a  glass  of  this  kind,  mounted  on  a 
tripod,  and  a  heap  of  some  unnamed 
substance  on  the  ground  being  fired  by  rays 
passing  through  the  lens.  The  kind  of 
accident  graphically  described  by  your 
correspondent  is  far  less  common  than  the 
kind  that  better  knowledge  or  greater 
thought  would  have  prevented.  Many  of 
us  have  witnessed  blazes  due  to  the  un- 
skilful handling  of  phosphorus,  oil  of 
turpentine  and  other  inflammable  sub- 
stances. An  instance  that  recurs  to  memory 
is  an  attempt  to  recover  ether  by  distillation 
after  defatting  a  few  ounces  of  strophanthus 
seeds.  A  pharmaceutical  chemist  of  my 
acquaintance  attempted  one  day  to  melt 
a  lump  of  lead  in  a  platinum  capsule.  The 
result  need  not  be  specified.  XraySBF

Limitation    of    Supplies    Prosecution. — 
[legal    dealings    reaching    thousands  of 
ounds  were  alleged  in  a  prosecution  at 
Jolton,  on  September  24,  against  John 
lulme,    Woolfa    Stores,    Astley  Street, 
Jolton.    For  the  Board  of  Trade  it  was 
tated  that  defendant's  name  was  removed 
rom  the  Home  Trade  Register  in  respect 
if  perfumery  and  toilet  preparations,  yet 
rom  June  i,  1941,  to  November  30,  1941, 
le    acquired    controlled    goods  without 
lotifying  the  merchants  of  such  removal. 
Dther  summonses  alleged  supply  of  con- 
rolled  goods  exceeding  25  per  cent,  of  the 
quantity   supplied    during   the  standard 
period  (December  i,  1939,  to  May  31,  1940) ; 
urnishing  information  he  knew  to  be  false  ; 
md  making  a  false  statement.    In  March, 
[940.  defendant  submitted  a  return  showing 
^32,000  of  all  classes  of  controlled  goods 
supplied  by  him  in  the  standard  period, 
but  the  auditor's  certificate  was  not  at- 
tached. Following  investigations,  defendant 
was  on  May  25  prohibited  until  May  31 
from  supplying  controlled  goods  to  un- 
registered persons  except  by  licence.    As  a 
result  of  defendant's  unsatisfactory  return 


the  Board  subsequently  informed  him  his 
name  had  been  removed  from  the  Home 
Trade  Register.  It  was  alleged  defendant 
told  the  Board  he  had  destroyed  his  records 
in  January  1941.  When  an  inspector  called 
on  him  on  January  6,  defendant  would 
not  divulge  the  identity  of  suppliers  and 
customers  relating  to  his  trade  in  controlled 
goods.  A  return,  however,  showed  the  value 
of  controlled  goods  in  class  16,  supplied  to 
Hulme  after  June  i,  1941  (when  his  re- 
moval from  the  Register  became  operative) 
to  be  2,301,  ;^io,i99  being  delivered  to 
retailers  on  defendant's  instructions,  and 
the  remaining  ^2,102  direct  to  defendant. 
The  case  was  adjourned. 

Emergency  Ration  Tablets. — Evidence 
of  practical  tests  with  emergency  ration 
tablets  claimed  to  replace  food  and  drink 
for  four  days  was  given  at  Bow  Street  Police 
Court,  London,  on  September  23,  during 
the  hearing  of  adjourned  summonses 
against  Allied  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  New 
Bond  Street,  W.  (see  C.  6-  D.,  September  19, 
p.  290).  The  company  was  accused  of 
publishing  a  misleading  advertisement  and 
giving  a  false  warranty  in  respect  of  a  food 
tablet  called  Etagone. 

For  the  defence,  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Wilkins  (of  Arthur  H.  Cox  &  Co.,  Ltd.. 
manufacturing  chemists,  Brighton,  makers 
of  the  tablets)  said  that  in  June  1938  he 
lived  on  the  tablets  for  three  and  a  half 
days  with  perfectly  satisfactory  results. 
Another  witness  said  she  made  a  practical 
test  with  the  tablets  over  a  period  of  four 
days  and  thought  they  were  marvellous. 
On  the  second  day  she  felt  she  would  like 
a  drink,  but  there  was  no  craving,  either 
then  or  at  the  end  of  the  test.  Mr.  Nicholas 
Faddi,  doctor  of  laws,  said  that  after  taking 
only  Etagone  tablets  for  four  days  he 
lost  three  or  four  pounds  in  weight.  Next 
day  he  gave  a  blood  transfusion  without 
any  ill  effects.  Other  witnesses  gave 
evidence  to  the  same  effect.  Mr.  Evan 
Alan  Stewart,  D.Sc,  public  analyst  for 
Islington  and  Paddington,  said  the  tablets 
were  a  laudable  effort  to  sustain  people  with 
emergency  rations  in  certain  conditions. 
The  warranty  and  advertisements  were 
substantially  correct  in  their  claims.  Mr. 
Hubert  Alfred  Cleary,  chief  chemist  to 
Arthur  H.  Cox  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing 
chemists,  said  the  tablets  were  manufac- 
tured by  them  for  a  Dr.  Heitz,  after  first 
satisfying  themselves  that  the  claims  were 
justified.  The  hearing  was  adjourned. 
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HEATING  AND  LIGHTING  RESTRICTIONS 


The  first  three  general  directions  under  the 
Control  of  Fuel  Order  have  been  issued  by 
the  Minister  of  Fuel  and  Power,  and  are 
entitled  respectively  General  Directions 
(Central  Heating  and  Hot  Water  Plants) 
Nos.  I  and  2  (S.  R.  and  O.,  1928,  1929),  and 
General  Direction  (Standard  of  Lighting) 
No.  I  (S.  R.  and  O.,  1930). 

Heating. — The  directions  carhe  into  opera- 
tion on  October  i  and  provide  as  follows : 
No  fuel  is  to  be  consumed  in  any  central 
heating  plant  for  any  controlled  premises 
until  after  October  31,  except  under  permit 
from  the  Minister  or  the  Regional  Con- 
troller of  Fuel  and  Power  for  the  area 
concerned ;  when  the  same  central  plant 
is  used  both  for  heating  and  for  providing 
hot  water  for  use,  the  foregoing  prohibition 
is  relaxed  to  the  extent  necessary  for  the 
provision  of  the  hot  water  only ;  from 
October  i,  there  is  a  general  prohibition  of 
the  starting-up  or  replenishing  of  central 
heating  or  hot  water  plants,  except  under 
permit,  between  9.30  p.m.  and  6  a.m.,  but 
the  prohibition  does  not  ap^ly  to  office 
premises  where  the  great  majority  of  the 
indoor  staff  are  on  duty  at  night.  "Con- 
trolled premises"  do  not  include  premises 
used  wholly  or  mainly  for  industrial  pur- 
poses, nor  hospitals  or  similar  institutions. 
All  other  premises  are  affected,  including 
blocks  of  flats  and  private  houses  containing 
more  than  ten  furnished  rooms.  Permits  for 
relaxation  of  the  provisions  may  be  granted 
generally  or  in  respect  of  individual 
premises  or  classes  of  premises.  It  is  the 
intention  of  the  Ministry  to  allow  central 
heating  plants  to  be  started  up,  on  meteoro- 
logical advice,  at  earlier  dates  in  the  colder 
parts  of  the  country. 

Lighting. — The  third  General  Direction, 
which  also  came  into  operation  on  October 
I,  prescribes  maximum  standards  for  the 
interior  lighting  of  shops,  etc.  For  sale 
rooms  the  prescribed  maximum  is  watt 
per  sq.  ft.  of  the  area  illuminated.  Rooms  of 
shops  (excluding  workrooms)  have  a  maxi- 
mum allowance  of  i  watt  per  sq.  ft.  On 
and  after  October  i,  gas  may  not  be  used 
for  illumination,  except  under  permit,  in 
any  building  or  structure  used  as  a  shop, 
otherwise  than  by  means  of  mantles  as 
specified  (see  table  below).  The  permitted 
illumination  is  in  respect  of  the  area 
actually  illuminated,  i.e.  the  aggregate 
floor  area,  or,  in  a  shop,  the  number  of 
sq.  ft,  specified  in  the  third  column  of  the 


schedule  for  the  illuminant  specified  in  the 
first  column.

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MEMORANDUM  ON  PHARMACEUTICA 

POLICY 


A  DRAFT  memorandum  on  pharmaceutical 
policy  was  discussed  at  a  meetii^g  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Pharmacy  Group  of  the 
Socialist  Medical  Association  in  the  Conway 
Hall,  London,  W.C.i,  on  September  23. 
Mr.  W.  S.  Benjamin  (chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee of  inquiry  that  drafted  the  memor- 
andum) presided.  In  opening  the  meeting 
he  explained  that  the  committee  consisted 
of  members  of  the  Pharmacy  Group,  which 
had  had  the  collaboration  of  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists  and  members  of  the 
London  Section  of  the  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Employees.  The  policy  set 
out  in  the  memorandum  did  not  commit 
either  of  those  organisations ;  nor  would  it 
become  the  policy  of  the  Socialist  Medical 
Association  until  it  had  been  before  the 
executive  committee  of  that  body.  The 
memorandum  aimed  at  setting  out  a  war- 
time policy  and  later  the  Group  hoped  to 
publish  a  programme  for  a  long-term  policy 
for  a  full  socialist  pharmaceutical  service. 
The  preamble  to  the  memorandum  declared 
that  the  proposals  were  devised  with  a 
view  to :  (a)  utilising  the  technical  cap- 
abilities of  the  pharmacist  to  the  full, 
instead  of  his  being  employed  as  a  salesman, 
window-dresser,  clerk,  etc. ;  {b)  applying 
the  vital  war-time  principle  that  supplies 
of  essential  materials  should  be  conserved 
for  the  real  needs  of  the  people ;  (c)  con- 
centrating the  activities  of  the  entire  pro- 
fession on  necessities  for  the  health  of  the 
community,  with  resultant  economies  in 
materials,  machinery,  shipping  and  labour; 
(d)  releasing  superfluous  and  redundant 
personnel  for  the  Armed  Forces. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  should,  therefore, 
form  an  administrative  and  co-ordinating 
body  to  be  known  as  The  National  Phar- 
macy Board  (a  step  already  successfully 
taken  in  New  Zealand)  truly  representative 
of  the  Ministry,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
proprietor  pharmacists,  employed  phar- 
macists and  the  wholesale  drug  trade.  Re- 
sponsible to  the  National  Pharmacy  Board 
there  should  be  such  committees  as  would 
be  required  to  deal  with  the  various  aspects 
of  pharmacy,  e.g.  the  question  of  supplies, 
where  measures  were  needed  to  control, 
rationalise  and  increase  production,  and 
the  lack  of  co-ordination  in  retail  pharmacy, 
which  called  for  a  system  of  democratic 
regionalisation  and  localisation.  That 
required  a  drug  productions  and  alloca- 


tions comrnittee,  a  production  or  efficien( 
committee  in  each  unit,  a  national  ret 
pharmacy  committee  with  regional  ar 
local  committees  and  the  co-ordination 
all  hospitals. 

It  was  proposed  that  the  many  valuab 
drugs  and  preparations  now  on  the  mark< 
under  a  variety  of  names,  in  a  variety 
packages  and  at  various  prices,  should 
be  standardised — one  name,  one  package 
one   price — so   as   to   eliminate  wastefi 
competition.    Products,  practically  wort! 
less  from  a  medical  point  of  view,  should 
drastically  reduced  in  number  and  quanti 
by  allowing  only  one  for  each  class  of  co 
plaint.  Much  valuable  material  would  the 
be  saved  and  a  great  deal  of  harmf 
self -medication  prevented. 

Discontinuance  of  Cosmetics 

As  regards  retail  pharmacy,  among  th 
measures  advocated  are  the  closing 
redundant  shops,  the  discontinuance  of  th 
nianufacture  of  cosmetics  and  small  non 
medicinal  articles  in  pharmacies,  th 
restriction  of  window  and  counter  display 
of  patent  medicines  and  the  encouragemen 
of  the  display  of  articles  which  the  public 
really  need.  It  was  suggested  that  th< 
Ministry  of  Health  should  start  some  kinc 
of  educative  campaign  among  both  phar 
macists  and  the  public,  and  that  windoy 
displays  should  be  used  to  teach  the  public 
the  correct  and  economical  use  of  drugs  ir 
short  supply.  The  Government  or  Board  oJ 
Trade  should  guarantee  that  every  phar- 
macy closed  as  a  result  of  the  policy  oi 
concentration  should  be  reserved  for  the 
use  of  the  owner  after  the  war,  if  he  chose 
to  return.  No  additional  pharmacies  should 
be  permitted  on  those  premises  or  in  the 
vicinity  until  the  previous  occupier  (if  a 
registered  pharmacist)  declined  to  return  to 
the  premises. 

Discussion 

In  the  discussion  the  following  points 
were  put  forward :  The  need  for  some 
authority  to  determine  the  allocation  of 
rare  drugs  as  between  civilians  and  the 
Forces.  Steps  should  be  taken  to  reserve 
certain  drugs  and  articles  in  short  supply,: 
large  quantities  of  which  were  now  held  by 
wholesalers  and  multiple  firms.  Account 
should  be  taken  of  the  manufacturers  of 
fine  chemicals  which  the  drug  trade  did 
not  make  at  all.     There  should  be  some 
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0-operation  between  this  country,  India, 
e  Colonies  and  all  the  Allies  regarding  the 
llocation-  of  supplies  according  to  need, 
here  should  also  be  an  inter- Allied  com- 
ittee  on  research.  The  position  of  foreign 
harmacists  should  be  regularised.    It  was 
ointed  out  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
as  at  present  making  a  by-law  to  regularise 
he  position  of  foreign  pharmacists  for  the 
eriod  of  hostilities.  The  question  of  military 
ervice  of  foreign  pharmacists  was  a  matter 
or  settlement  between  the  British  Govern- 
ent  and  the  governments  of  the  Allied 
ountries.    It  was  suggested  that  the  gas 


officer  in  the  Home  Guard  should  be  either 
a  pharmacist  or  a  chemist.  A  doctor  said 
that  in  hospitals  they  were  told  that  certain 
products  were  in  short  supply  and  should 
be  prescribed  as  economically  as  possible, 
while  at  the  same  time  it  was  possible  to 
buy  large  quantities  of  such  drugs  from 
retail  shops  without  showing  any  authority 
that  one  needed  such  products. 

Various  amendments  to  the  memorandum 
were  adopted,  and  the  chairman  said  the 
Committee  would  take  into  account  the 
views  expressed  when  the  memorandum 
was  re-drafted.

1898)  of  his  father,  and  in  1938  opened  a 
fine  modern  pharmacy  opposite  the  old 
pharmacy  in  Main  Street,  Tipperary.  In 
1937  Mr.  Kissane  was  appointed  dispenser 
to  the  Tipperary  Dispensary,  and  as  such 
has  been  an  active  member  of  the  Irish 
Compounders'  Association.  He  is  a  divi- 
sional officer  for  Tipperary  of  the  Irish 
Red  Cross  Society,  and  a  well-known 
member  of  the  Irish  Chemists'  Golfing 
Society.  About  his  policy  if  elected,  Mr. 
Kissane  says :  "I  will  do  all  in  my  power 
to  improve  pharmacy,  which  I  think  has 
travelled  a  long,  weary  road.  I  know 
conditions  can  be  improved  from  the 
country  member's  point  of  view,  and  I  am 
sure  that  City  chemists  are  anxious  for 
our  views." 
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FACTS  THAT  PHARMACISTS  MUST  FACE 


Mr.  G.  R.  Knox-Mawer  (a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  in 
an  address  which  he  gave  to  the  Birkenhead 
and  Wirral  Pharmacists'  Association  at 
Birkenhead  on  September  22,  declared  that 
today  all  the  problems  of  pharmacy  were 
dominated  by  that  of  personnel.  Efforts 
to  secure  a  standstill  order,  so  that  phar- 
macists might  be  placed  in  their  most 
useful  spheres,  having  failed,  he  was  of  the 
opinion  that  all  male  pharmacists  under 
twenty-five  would  either  have  to  go  into 
the  services  or  into  war  work.  The  Central 
Committee  held  the  view  that  pharmacists 
could  probably  do  more  useful  work  in  a 
Royal  Ordnance  Factory  than  as  footslog- 
gers. It  considered  also  that  in  cases  where 
men  between  twenty-five  and  thirty  were 
dealing  with  a  relatively  small  number  of 
prescriptions,  they  could  be  most  usefully 
employed  in  industrial  areas  where  there 
was  a  heavy  call  for  dispensing  services. 

Trainees 

It  had  been  estimated  (and  accepted)  by 
the  Ministry  that  a  girl  drug  hand  could 
be  trained  in  six  months.  There  was  still 
time  to  train  girls  and  women  as  substitutes 
for  those  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and 
twenty-five  who  might  be  conscripted  in 
the  near  future.  He  feared  it  might  be 
difficult  to  retain  anyone  dispensing  less 
than  2,000  prescriptions  a  year. 

The  opportunity  was  now  present  for 
pharmacists  to  cultivate  the  trade  of  the 
family  chemist.  Admittedly,  there  was 
some  trouble  in  handling  coupons  for  such 
products  as  babies'  cereals,  rusks  and 
sweets,  but  he  declared  it  was  essential 
for  pharmacists  to  go  all  out  for  the  sale 
of  these  baby  preparations.  The  public 
should  be  taught  that  the  pharmacy  was 
the  place  to  go  to  when  they  were  ill. 
Often  their  feelings  against  the  clinics  were 
bitter,  but  pharmacists  had  to  remember 
that  anything  that  affected  the  health  of 
the  nation  was  of  greater  importance  than 
the  affairs  of  the  individual  pharmacist. 
Mr.  Knox-Mawer  thought  it  unlikely 
that  much  success  would  be  achieved  by 
adopting  the  Retail  Trade  Committee's 
proposals  for  merging  businesses,  because 
pharmacy  was  a  personal  business. 

During  question  time  a  member  asked 
whether  it  was  likely  to  be  made  compulsory 
for  hospitals  to  have  pharmacists  as 
dispensers. — Mr.  Knox-Mawer  replied  the 
prospects  were  good,  but  they  were  always 


faced  with  the  opposition  of  the  Britisll 
Medical  Association.  Two  or  three  yean] 
ago  an  endeavour  had  been  made,  bjl 
means  of  a  census,  to  find  out  the  facts] 
but  the  number  of  replies  received  was] 
insufficient  to  enable  conclusions  to  be] 
drawn.  Many  of  the  troubles  of  pharmacy 
were  due  to  lack  of  initiative  and  zeal. 

"  Should  a  pharmacist  join  the  Home] 
Guard?"  asked  another  questioner. — Mr.' 
Knox-Mawer  :  His  first  duty  is  that  of 
civilian  dispenser.  If  he  can  do  his  duty 
as  a  pharmacist,  by  all  means  let  him  join 
the- Home  Guard.  Every  pharmacist  should 
be  in  one  of  the  services. 

WOMEN  IN  THE  DRUG  TRADE 

The  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Com- 
mittee has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  and  National  Service  as  an 
agency  for  the  purposes  of  the  Employ- 
ment of  Women-  (Control  of  Engagement) 
Orders.  As  an  agency  the  Committee  will 
have  the  function  of  placing  in  new  posts 
women  coming  within  the  Orders  who  are 
(a)  pharmacists:  (b)  dispensers;  (c)  "drug 
hands"  (except  single  women  born  between 
January  i,  1918,  and  June  30,  1922). 
"Drug  hands"  are  women  who  have  been 
regularly  employed  iii  the  handling  of 
drugs  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances 
for  a  minimum  period  of  six  months. 
Women  subject  to  the  Orders  and  within 
the  classes  described  who  seek  new  employ- 
ment should  apply  for  form  C.P.W.C.60 
to  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Com- 
mittee at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London, 
W.C.I.  Employers  seeking  to  engage  such 
women  should  notify  the  Central  Committee 
giving  the  usual  particulars  in  full  of  the 
vacancy.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
whereby  the  National  Association  of 
Women  Pharmacists,  18  Sheepcote  Road, 
Harrow,  Middlesex,  may  act  as  agents  for 
the  C.P.W.C.  in  respect  of  pharmacists  and 
dispensers  for  the  receipt  of  notifications 
from  employers  and  employees.  The 
responsibility  for  the  placing  of  the  woinen 
will,  however,  rest  with  the  Central  Com- 
mittee. Arrangements  for  Scotlan(i  are 
under  discussion  between  the  Scottish 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
and  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service.  Pending  their  conclusion,  women 
coming  within  the  Orders  and  employers 
seeking  the  services  of  such  women  must, 
as  hitherto,  apply  to  the  local  office  of  the 
Ministry  of  Labour.

No  New  Lamps  for  Old 

The  latest  contribution  to  the  planning  of 
pharmaceutical  policy  comes  from  the 
Pharmacy  Group  of  the  Socialist  Medical 
Association.  The  proposals  were  made 
known  at  a  recent  meeting  (p.  342)  and  are 
not  yet  embodied  in  its  of&cial  policy  as  they 
have  not  been  discussed  by  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Association.  This  is  just 
as  well,  for  before  being  put  forward  as  the 
policy  of  the  Association  they  will  need  to 
undergo  drastic  revision — more  than  the 
mere  redrafting  now  decided  upon.  In  their 
present  form  the  proposals  are  intended  as 
only  a  war-time  policy,  yet  obviously  there 
are  some  matters  dealt  with  which  are 
totally  unsuited  for  putting  into  operation 
in  the  third  year  of  the  war.  On  the  other 
hand,  several  things  suggested  are  already 
in  operation. 

Schemes  Already  in  Operation 

It  is  not  clear  whether  the  Group  is  just 
making  known  which  parts  of  plans  put 
forward  by  interested  parties  it  supports  or 
whether  the  proposals  emanate  from  inde- 
pendent investigation.  Mention  of  a  com- 
mittee of  inquiry  suggests  the  latter,  yet 
several  of  the  measures  advocated  seem  to 
indicate    that    the    committee    has  only 


endeavoured  to  separate  the  wheat  from 
the  chaff  in  ideas  already  put  forward  by 
others.  Originality  is  lacking.  In  fact 
virtually  every  proposal  made  by  the  Group 
that  is  capable  of  being  put  into  operation 
to  help  the  war  effort  is  already  under  way 
— for  example,  the  principle  that  supplies 
of  essential  materials  should  be  conserved, 
the  releasing  of  redundant  personnel  for 
the  Armed  Forces,  and  so  forth,  are  all 
being  carried  out.  There  may  be  need  for 
speeding  up  or  expansion,  but  that  is 
another  matter.  Then  the  proposal  of  a 
National  Pharmacy  Board  is  not  new.  It 
was  first  publicly  suggested,  we  believe,  by 
the  late  Sir  William  Glyn- Jones,  and  a  plan 
more  in  accordance  with  modern  conditions 
was  put  forward  in  the  C.  cS-  D.,  1941,  II, 
365.  Moreover,  New  Zealand  did  not  under- 
take this  step  as  a  war-time  measure,  and 
for  a  scheme  to  be  truly  representative  it 
would  have  to  embrace  several  interested 
parties  besides  those  mentioned.  As  to 
the  Board's  committees,  by  the  time  all 
were  functioning  there  would  be  few  re- 
dundant persons  left  in  pharmacy  (if  there 
remain  any  by  the  time  the  Armed  Forces 
have  taken  their  7-8,000  of  military  age). 

Apparently  Contradictory 

The  suggestion  that  products  practically 
worthless  from  a  medical  point  of  view  should 
be  reduced  to  one  for  each  class  of  com- 
plaint in  order  to  save  much  valuable 
material  seems  contradictory.  •  Surely  a 
more  constructive  proposal  would  have 
centred  round  the  abolition  of  any  products 
proved-  worthless.  The  points  raised  in 
the  discussion  do  not  seem  to  have  been 
any  more  of  a  contribution  to  war-time 
policy  than  the  memorandum.  The  pro- 
posal that  steps  be  taken  to  reserve  the 
large  stocks  of  drugs  in  short  supply  (if 
there  are  such)  now  held  by  wholesalers 
has  been  largely  forestalled  by  Statutory 
Rules  and  Orders  and  by  the  questionnaire  of 
the  Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies  {C.&'D., 
August  15*,  p.  181.)  Similarly,  in  regard  to 
the  allocation  of  sup;»lies  between  the 
countries  comprising  the  United  Nations, 
there  have  been  imports  of  drugs  and  phar- 
maceutical chemicals  under  the  Lease-Lend 
arrangement,  to  mention  only  one  example 
from  among  many  existing  arrangements. 
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Taken  as  a  whole  the  memorandum  and 
the  discussion  have  put  forward  little  if 
anything  that  is  new  or  novel,  while  in 
some  respects  it  gives  the  impression  that 
members  of  the  Group  are  not  so  well 
informed  as  they  might  be  on  a  number  of 
matters.  Certainly  the  Planning  Committee 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  not 
derive  much  benefit  from  the  Group's 
proposals,  and  will  presumably  have  to 
pursue  its  own  unpublished  deliberations 
until  such  time  as  the  redraft  of  the  mem- 
orandum or  details  of  the  long-term  policy 
are  available.  Meanwhile,  both  parties 
might  usefully  study  the  report  issued  not 
long  since  by  their  Irish  confreres. 

Patchwork  Legislation 

It  was  some  years  before  the  outbreak  of 
the  present  war  that  the  late  Lord  Hewart 
called  attention  to  the  evils  of  the  modern 
method  of  legislation  by  which  the  country 
was  governed  by  civil  servants  rather 
than  the  House  of  Commons.  It  has  become 
more  than  ever  the  practice  nowadays  for 
Parliament  to  pass  what  is  generally  des- 
cribed as  an  enabling  Act,  i.e.  a  marionette 
which  is  then  clothed  and  exercised  by  a 
particular  department.  The  procedure  is 
inevitable  in  war-time  and  willingly  ac- 
cepted by  the  population.  There  is,  how- 
ever, at  least  one  aspect  of  legislation  by 
this  Statutory'  Rule  and  Order  method 
which  calls  for  comment,  and  as  instances 
two  quotations  from  the  C.  6-  D.,  September 
12,  may  be  cited:  Article  2  of  the  Order 
"has  been  amended  from  August  31"; 
"The  new  Order  came  into  operation  on 
September  8."  About  the  date  on  which 
the  Order  comes  into  force  the  department 
charged  with  issuing  it  usually  sends  to 
the  Press  a  resume  in  simpler  language. 
This  procedure  is  of  some  value,  but  obvi- 
ously in  the  case  of  those  Orders  which  dea 
with  trade  matters  it  is  impossible  for  persons 
it  directly  affected  to  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions until  full  details  are  published  through 
H.M.  Stationery  Office  and  in  turn  in  the  trade 
Press.  Consequently  it  may  be  some  days 
before  a  trader  may  know  that  his  actions 
have  rendered  him  a  miscreant  in  the  eyes 
of  the  law.  We  are  not  aware  of  any 
prosecution  having  been  taken  for  an 
indiscretion  which  has  occurred  within  a 


short  period  of  a  change  in  legislation,  bu 
the  matter  does  not  end  there.  S.  R.  &  O. 
have  frequently  been  so  complicated  tha 
a  paragraph  may  be  read  in  two  ways 
If,  then,  inquiry  is  made  in  official  quarter 
as  to  how  the  paragraph  should  be  read 
past  experience  suggests  that  it  is  no 
unlikely  that  a  reply  will  be  received  t( 
the  effect  that  it  is  not  the  department's 
business  to  interpret  the  law. 

Hard  on  Traders 

The  numbers  of  S.  R.  &  O.s  issued  amouni 
to  2,000  or  more  in  the  course  of  the  year 
and  though  the  food  trades  are  the  subjecl 
of  the  great  majority,  the  drug  trade 
cannot  complain  of  being  overlooked 
Where  this  form  of  legislation  scores  from 
the  Government's  point  of  view  is  the  ease 
with  which  a  previous  ruling  can  be  amended. 
From  the  traders'  angle  the  position  is  the 
reverse,  particularly  as  there  seems  to  be 
an  ever-growing  desire  to  make  the  law 
cover  every  possible  exception  instead  ol 
compelling  transgressors  to  keep  within  the 
law.  However  much  the  screw  is  tight- 
ened the  deliberate  wrong-doer  seems 
still  to  find  a  loophole,  but  the  trader  who 
is  doing  his  best  to  carry  on  in  accordance 
with  the  law  is  more  harassed  than  ever. 
When  the  contradictory  decisions  on  pur- 
chase tax,  whether  coupons  are  necessary, 
and  points  problems  are  added  to  his  other 
difficulties,  it  can  be  truly  said  that  the 
trader's  "lot  is  not  a  happy  one." 

Help  For  Those  Who  Help 
Themselves 

"Why  doesn't  the  Government  do  some- 
thing about  it?"  Not  everyone  who  in 
peace-time  posed  this  question  realised,  or 
would  have  been  reconciled  to,  the  amount 
of  bureaucratic  control  that  Government 
action  would  entail.  The  plea  might  have 
been  put  forward  with  greater  justification 
in  the  early  days  of  the  war  by  traders 
rendered  shopless  from  enemy  action,  who 
might  have  been  highly  efficient  retailers 
and  have  made  plans  to  deal  with  every 
ordinary  business  contingency  yet  be  put 
out  of  action  beyond  hope  of  recovery.  Only 
the  Government  would  appear  to  have  the 
necessary  power  and  resources  to  reinstate 
them.  Yet  that  would  still  not  have  been  the 
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ATisest  course  from  the  points  of  view  of  the 
trader  or  of  the  pubHc  and  by  far  the  better 
plan  is  the  one  that  has  been  adopted  in 
most  parts  of  the  country— namely,  mutual- 
issistance  schemes.  Nobody  can  know  a 
man's  own  business  as  he  does  himself,  but 
;he  nearest  to  understanding  it  will  be 
lis  fellow  traders  locally,  and  a  very  long 
ivay  after  that  the  appropriate  department 
of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Nature  of  Help 

A  real  service  has  been  rendered  by  the 
Board  in  pointing  out,  in  a  lengthy  pamph- 
let just  issued,  the  nature  of  the  help  it  can 
give,  and  the  degree  of  self-help  it  demands 
to  have  been  applied  before  its  own  assist- 
ance is  called  upon.  The  position  is  summed 
up  in  a  parhamentary  reply  given  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  August 
4,  when  he  said  : — 

After  enemy  action  everything  possible  is 
done  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  make  available 
to  the  bombed  area  supplies  of  goods  required 
to  meet  essential  needs,  and  particularly  the 
needs  of  the  people  whose  personal  belongings 
have  been  destroyed.  The  replacement  of 
bombed  stocks  must,  however,  inevitably  affect 
the  total  volume  of  goods  available  for  sale  in 
the  shops  throughout  the  country.  I  thmk  that 
traders  have  realised  for  some  time  that  it  is 
not  always  possible,  with  the  present  levels  of 
production,  for  goods  which  are  not  absolutely 
necessary  to  be  supplied  in  place  of  all  the  goods 
destroyed.  I  must  keep  in  mind  the  essential 
needs  of  the  consumer  wherever  he  may  be  and 
plan  accordingly. 

The  memorandum  ("Retailers'  Mutual 
Assistance  Schemes")  states  that  it  is  "in 
the  interest  of  all  retailers  to  make  plans 
at  once  to  help  theihselves  and  their  fellow 
traders  so  that  if  and  when  an  emergency 
arises  in  their  own  town  or  district  the 
Government  will  find  it  easier  to  help  them." 

The  main  directions  in  which  a  bombed- 
out  trader  needs  help  are  in  finding  new 
premises  and  in  acquiring  new  stocks. 
Many  local  schemes  of  mutual  assistance 
have  prepared  in  a  very  practical  way,  often 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  local  authority, 
for  the  latter,  and  certain  early  schemes 
provided  that  officers  of  the  local  chemists' 
association  should  help  in  the  search  for 
alternative  premises.  Ofhcial  action  such 
as  the  Location  of  Businesses  Order  has 
rather  limited  the  scope  of  private  indivi- 
duals in  this  matter,  and  the  alternative 


of  accommodating  blitzed  pharmacists  at 
the  premises  of  brother  chemists  involves 
serious  practical  difficulties  that  are  not  to 
be  lightly  dismissed  as  resulting  from  a 
too-competitive  outlook.  In  some  schemes 
provision  is  made  for  kiosks  to  be  provided 
by  the  authorities  and  stocked  by  the 
chemists  in  association,  and  this  is  all  to 
the  good  as  a  temporary  measure. 

When  Assistance  is  Given 

It  is  when  the  problems  of  premises  and 
stock  are  beyond  solution  by  the  best  efforts 
of  the  retailers  themselves  that  the  Board  of  " 
Trade  is  prepared  to  render  assistance. 
Before  doing  so  it  requires  to  be  assured 
that  the  business  is  reasonably  necessary 
to  serve  the  community,  and  to  know  what 
stocks,  approximately,  are  avilable  in  the 
locality.  It  is  here,  perhaps,  that  chemists 
can  do  something  a  little  beyond  the  scope 
of  existing  mutual-aid  schemes,  so  far  as 
we  have  any  knowledge  of  these  schemes. 
We  are  inclined  to  doubt  whether  the 
secretary  of  the  local  association  is  in  a 
position  to  give,  at  short  notice,  the  ratio 
of  chemists  to  population,  or  has  any  means 
of  computing,  however  roughly,  the  stocks 
normally   held  by  members  of  essential 
medicaments  (such  as  those  on  the  mini- 
mum basic   stock  list  prepared   by  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union).   There  is 
naturally  a  certain  reluctance  on  the  part 
of  traders  to  give  such  figures— though  less 
reluctance  today,  perhaps,  than  half  a  cen- 
tury ago — but  circumstances  have  changed, 
and  the  alternative  to  disclosure  may  be 
complete  closure.   It  is  true  the  Board  of 
Trade  will  raise  no  objection  to  a  trader's 
obtaining  goods  from  any  source  open  to 
him.  But  it  seems  highly  improbable  that 
he  will  be  able  to  obtain  unspecified  goods 
from  private  sources  and  at  the  same  time 
secure  help  from  the  Government.  The 
better  local  traders— and  particularly  chem- 
ists, who  have  statutory  duties  to  perform— 
know  their  own  business,  and  this  includes 
a  knowledge  of  the  part  they  play  in  the 
whole  local  machinery  of  distribution,  the 
more  likely  they  are  to  be  left  to  manage 
their  own  affairs,  the  more  likely  to  receive 
assistance  when  they  cannot  help  them- 
selves, and  the  more  likely  are  the  public 
to  get  a  satisfactory  pharmaceutical  service. 
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COLLECTIVE  ECONOMIES  FOR 
CHEMISTS 


Mu,CH  publicity  was  recently  given  to  the 
speeding-up  of  the  "turn-around"  at  ports 
as  a  means  of  economising  in  shipping  space. 
On  a  smaller  scale,  an  analogous  deadlock  to 
the  one  that  existed  at  the  docks,  prior  to 
the  speed-up,  is  vitiating  the  smooth  dis- 
tribution of  goods,  particularly  proprietary 
medicines,  in  the  drug  trade.  On  the  one 
hand  man-power  is  contracting  both  in  the 
distributing  houses  and  in  the  shops.  ^  This 
is  paralleled  by  restrictions  on  the  use  of 
cardboard  for  outers  in  which  goods  are 
transported.  On  the  other  hand,  existing 
cartons,  as  well  as  wooden  packing  cases 
usually  charged  at  rates  in  excess  of  in- 
trinsic values,  are  being  "  bottlenecked  "  in 
the  back  rooms  and  backyards  of  phar- 
macies because  there  is  not  the  labour 
available  to  deal  with  them.  The  work 
involved  is  not  light.  The  packages  and 
cases  may  be  of  a  variety  of  shapes  and 
sizes,  be  destined  to  many  different  makers 
and  distributors,  and  be  charged  at  quite  a 
range  of  prices,  for  which  credit  notes  must 
be  made  out.  It  is  not  an  uncommon 
practice  for  the  chemist  to  devote  one  day 
a  month  to  the  work,  and,  sandwiching 
it  between  the  ordinary  work  of  serving 
customers,  it  probably  takes  him  the  best 
part  of  the  day  to  get  it  completed.  In- 
cidentally, it  may  not  always  be  a  complete 
case  that  he  has  to  send  back.  One  chemist 
recently  had  to  claim  8s.  for  a  collection  of 
wooden  sides  tied  into  a  bundle.  Such 
episodes  add  to  the  gaiety  of  life  and  must 
be  expected  as  wear-and-tear  grows  on 
already  worn  containers.  The  point  is  that 
the  "  day-a-month "  method,  though  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  the  retailer  can  improve 
on  it  when  his  staff  is  depleted,  keeps 
containers  out  of  circulation  and  renders 
even  more  acute  a  shortage  resulting  from 
Package  Control  Orders.  Yet  the  whole- 
saler is  hardly  better  able  to  deal  with  the 
problem.  It  is  to  his  interest  to  secure 
speedy  return  for  his  cases,  but  he  again 
suffers  from  short  staff  and  restricted 
material. 

Machinery  of  Collection 

A  way  of  meeting  the  situation  might  be 
to  make  the  wholesaler's  vanman  respon- 
sible for  collecting  the  empties.  At  present 
he  has  no  incentive  to  do  so ;  in  fact  there  is 
every  inducement  to  hurry  on  in  order  to 
deliver  more  actual  goods.   If  he  were  paid 


a  small  amount  for  each  carton  this  paymen 
could  be  shared  by  the  owner  of  the  case 
and  the  retailer,  for  just  as  it  is  in  the 
distributor's  interest  to  get  the  case  returned 
quickly,  so  it  would  pay  the  retailer  to  keep 
his  premises  clear  and  his  credits  up  to  date 
The  obvious  difficulty  is  that  one  maker 
does  not  want  another's  containers  and 
that  not  all  goods  come  by  the  same  van 

Towards  Standardised  Containers 

It  is  believed  moves  are  being  made  to 
standardise  containers  used  in  forwarding 
goods,  and  this  would  enable  some  amount 
of  interchange  to  be  carried  out.  It  still 
would  provide  no  complete  answer.  Altern 
atively,  the  distributors  could  probably 
secure  a  more  prompt  return  of  containers 
by  reducing  the  amount  of  clerical  work 
required  of  retailers.  As  a  suggestion,  the 
carmen  could  be  issued  with  a  series  of 
vouchers  of  suitable  nominal  values,  one  of 
which  he  could  hand  to  the  retailer  for  each 
case  collected.  The  vouchers  could  be 
returned  attached  to  the  invoice  at  the  time 
of  payment,  and  credit  passed  accordingly 
Even  the  return  of  cartons  and  boxes  not 
charged,  or  charged  only  at  a  nominal 
figure,  could  probably  be  secured  by  some 
such  means.  The  retailer  is  aware  of  the 
shortage,  and  is  ready  to  co-operate  to 
obviate  it.  This  is  shown  by  his  willingness 
to  undertake  the  collection  of  tooth-paste 
tubes,  which  represents  honorary^  if  ad 
mittedly  small,  effort  on  his  part. 

There  might  be  local  collection  centres 
organised  either  by  wholesale  houses  or 
co-operatively  by  retailers.  This  would 
involve,  possibly,  a  certain  amount  of 
voluntary  work.  Nevertheless,  if  "salvage 
stewards"  can  be  found  to  organise  collec 
tions  among  private  householders,  similar 
helpers  can  surely  be  found  among  chemists 
to  gain  an  end  that  is  of  direct  benefit  to 
themselves  as  well  as  of  indirect  benefit 
to  the  country's  war  effort.  Worthwhile 
quantities  of  cartons  of  any  one  maker  could 
be  got  together  in  much  shorter  time,  and 
fewer  (and  in  total  amount  smaller)  freight 
charges  would  be  involved. 

Two  suggestions  in  connexion  with 
invoicing  goods  sent  in  to  retailers,  and 
with  the  subsequent  payment,  would,  it  is , 
thought,  contribute  substantially  to  econ- 
omies in  time,  labour  and  paper.  The  first 
is  that  goods  and  invoices  should  be  timed 
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to  arrive  together.    Ideally,  the  invoice 
would  invariably  accompany  the  goods,  but 
it  is  appreciated  that  in  a  large  distributing 
organisation  the  office  and  the  dispatch 
department  may  be  situated  at  some  dis- 
tance from  one  another,  and»there  may  not 
be  the  staff  available  to  act  as  go-betweens 
from  one  department  to  the  other.  Also, 
it  is  understood  that  the  invoicing  depart- 
ments of  large  firms  may  tend,  in  war-time 
conditions,  to  get  in  arrears  with  their 
work.    But  corresponding  staff  shortages 
on  the  railways  and  in  retail  trade  have 
accustomed  the  public  to  delays  that  they 
would  not  tolerate  in  peace-time.    As  the 
time  taken  in  transit  is  long  anyhow,  it 
seems  a  sane  and  proportionate  suggestion 
that,  if  the  invoice  cannot  be  made  out  at 
the  time  the  goods  are  packed  for  dispatch, 
the  goods  themselves  may  be  held  up  at  the 
warehouse  until  the  invoice  is  ready.  From 
the  retailer's  point  of  view,  speedy  delivery 
is  only  useful  if  it  m^eans  naore  speedily 
satisfying  the  customer.  If  goods  cannot  be 
sold  because  they  have  not  been  invoiced, 
there  is  no  advantage  in  having  them  in  the 

shop.  1-4.1, 

The  actual  form  the  invoice  takes  is  the 
subject  of  the  second  suggestion.  If  the 
reverse  side  were  printed  in  a  suitable  way, 
it  could  be  folded,  with  the  cheque  mside, 
and  sent  back  to  the  wholesaler  or  manu- 
facturer without  envelope.  The  saving  m 
time  would  be  considerable  and  m  paper 
by  no  means  neghgible. 

Making  Full  Use  of  Stocks  and  Assistants 

Another  type  of  saving  that  could  be 
effected  by  combined  effort  is  a  saying  of 
expense  and  disorganisation  in  localities 
affected  by  air-raids.    Some  excellent  co- 
operative schemes  are  in  operation  to  pro- 
vide stocks  for  chemists  whose  premises 
have  been  hit,  but  other  contingencies  can 
arise  that  may  not  be  equally  well  provided 
for.  Thus  one  or  more  proprietor  chemists 
may  be  killed  or  injured  yet  the  premises 
remain  intact.   The  effects  of  this  are  first 
that  employees  are  put  out  of  employment 
and  may  be  compelled  to  seek  new  posts 
outside  the  district  though  there  is  work 
for  them  locally  if  only  it  can  be  organised 
in  time,  and,  secondly,  that  stocks  are  lying 
idle  in  the  shop  because  there  is  no  one  with 
authority  to  give  instructions  that  they  are 
to  be  used  in  the  emergency.  The  suggestion 
is  that,  as  an  extension  of  any  mutual-aid 
scheme  locally  adopted,  the  chemists  in  an 
area  should  agree  that  in  certain  circum- 
stances, which  can  be  specified  beforehand, 
the  stocks  of  a  pharmacy  may  be  made  use 


of  and  the  personnel  employed  by  the 
remaining  chemists  acting  either  m  concert 
or  through  members  of  their  number 
specially  appointed  for  the  purpose.  It 
would  thus  be  possible  to  guarantee  the 
local  authority  and  local  Insurance  Com- 
mittee that  in  no  circumstances  would  the 
pharmaceutical  service  be  allowed  to 
break  down. 

An  economy  that  can  be  individually  put 
into  operation  is  to  use  other  sources  than 
the  mains  for  obtaining  water  for  certain 
purposes.    By  this  it  is  not  intended  that 
there  should  be  wholesale  borings  for  spring 
water,  but  that  use  shall  be  made  of  ram 
water  collected  in  the  way  that  it  is  often 
kept  in  country  houses  :  by  means  of  water 
butts.  At  present  it  is  generally  recognised 
that  in  many  respects  drainage  of  ram 
water  is  far  too  efficient.    Too  much  of  it 
is  carried  straight  to  drainage  channels, 
rivers  and  eventually  to  the  sea  without  any 
use  being  made  of  it  whatever.  Yet  it  could 
be  used  to  ease  the  organisations  and  labour 
of  water  supply  authorities  in  such  opera- 
tions as  bottle-washing,  floor  and  window 
cleaning,    etc.,    besides    providing  extra 
reservoirs  for   dealing   with  incendiaries 
Even  in  many  shop  premises  quite  useful 
quantities  of  water  can  be  collected  in  this 
way,  while  in  large  factories  the  amounts 
become  considerable— Sy^^wey  Carton. 
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CO-ORDINATED  PURCHASE  OF  FATS, 
OILS  AND  OILSEEDS 


The  Combined  (United  Kingdom  and 
United  States)  Food  Board  announces  that 
an  agreement  has  been  reached  providing 
for  exclusive  buying  in  certain  prescribed 
regions  of  the  world  by  the  United  States 
and  in  other  areas  by  the  United  Kingdom, 
on  behalf  of  all  the  governments  adhering 
to  the  agreement,  of  fats,  oils  and  oilseeds 
available  to  the  United  Nations  throughout 
the  world.  The  plan  was  worked  out  after 
the  Combined  Food  Board,  collaborating 
with  the  governments  most  vitally  inter- 
ested, had  made  a  comprehensive  prelim- 
inary survey  of  the  supplies  of  these  raw 
materials  available  to  the  United  Nations 
in  relation  to'  essential  war-time  needs.  The 
urgency  of  the  situation  disclosed  by  the 
survey  led  the  Board  to  recommend  a  plan 
of  co-ordinated  purchase  and  allocation  of 
fats,  oils  and  oilseeds.  The  recommendation 
has  been  accepted  by  the  food  authorities 
of  the  United  States,  the  United  Kingdom, 
Canada,  Australia,  New  Zealand  and 
South  Africa,  and  is  now  in  effect.  It 
provides:  (i)  That  the  United  States  will 
be  the  exclusive  purchaser  on  behalf  of 
the  governments  adhering  to  the  agreement 
of:  (fl)  All  oilseeds  and  oils  and  fats  in  the 
North  and  South  American  territories, 
including  the  Caribbean  Islands,  with  the 
exception  of  animal  fats  in  Argentine  and 
Uruguay ;  {b)  copra  in  Tahiti  and  all 
Fighting  French  Pacific  Islands ;  (c)  all 
oilseeds  and  oils  and  fats  in  Portuguese 
Africa,  Spanish  Africa,  and  Liberia.  (2) 
That  the  United  Kingdom  will  be  the  exclu- 
sive purchaser  on  behalf  of  the  adhering 
governments  of:  (a)  All  animal  fats  in 
Argentine  and  Uruguay;  {b)  all  oilseeds, 
and  oils  and  fats  in  British  Empire  countries 
except  territory  specified  in  i  (a)  ;  (c)  all 
oilseeds  and  oils  and  fats  in  Fighting 
French  Africa ;  {d)  all  oilseeds  and  oils  and 
fats  in  the  Belgian  Congo. 

Allocation 

Supplies  purchased  by  the  two  govern- 
ments will  be  allocated  among  the  United 
Nations  according  to  recommendations 
made  from  time  to  time  by  the  Combined 
Food  Board  and  accepted  by  the  govern- 
ments in  question.  About  one-third  of  all 
United  States  fats  and  oils  consumption  is 
for  non-food  uses,  chiefly  for  soap,  glycerin 
for  explosives,  paints,  varnishes,  lacquers 
and  other  industrial  uses.     The  principal 


food  uses  are,  as  butter,  lard,  lard  com- 
pounds, salad  and  cooking  oils,  margarine, 
and  confectionery.  Without  some  restriction 
upon  the  total  consumption  of  fats  and  oils 
in  the  United  States,  the  estimated  amount 
available  is  still  •  not  adequate  for  main- 
taining existing  stocks  and  prospective 
domestic,  civilian,  military,  and  Lend-Lease 
requirements,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
provide  insurance  against  possible  con- 
tingencies. For  this  reason  restrictions 
have  been  imposed  under  War  Production 
Board  General  Preference  Order,  H-71, 
as  amended  on  September  22,  1942,  limiting 
the  use  of  fats*and  oils  to  definite  percent- 
ages of  former  consumption,  and  allocating 
supplies  to  manufacturers  and  processors 
accordingly.  Under  the  Order,  it  will  be 
possible  to  build  up  adequate  reserves  for 
meeting  such  contingencies  as  further  losses 
of  imports,  possible  crop  failures,  or 
increased  Lend-Lease  demands.  The  short- 
age of  fats  is  more  severe  in  Britain,  which 
normally  depends  on  imports,  including 
whale  oil,  for  about  95  per  cent,  of  its  fats 
and  oils  supply,  the  imports  coming  chiefly 
from  the  Pacific  area,  Africa,  India,  United 
States  and  South  America.  On  account  of 
the  shortage  of  fats  and  oils  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  severe  reductions  in  consumption 
have  been  imposed.  The  basic  civilian 
ration  in  Great  Britain  is  eight  ounces  of 
fats  and  oils  per  week,  of  which  not  more 
than  two  ounces  may  be  butter.

United    States    Shellac    Control.— The 

use  of  shellac  for  civilian  requirements  has 
practically  ceased,  following  the  issue  of  an 
order  by  the  United  States  War  Production 
Board.  The  order  makes  exceptioris  only 
for  certain  specified  uses. 

Bermuda  Import  Restrictions. — A  list  of 
goods  for  which  no  permits  will  be  granted 
for  importation  into  Bermuda  from  any 
source  includes  a  range  of  cosmetics  and 
manufactured  mineral  waters.  Toilet  pre- 
parations such  as  bay  rum,  beauty  creams, 
cleansing  creams  and  perfumes  may  be 
imported  only  from  Empire  sterling  sources.

Most  of  the  markets  have  experienced  a 
moderate  inquiry  during  the  week,  but 
business  has  been  of  small  dimensions. 
Prices  are  steady,  and  there  are  no  signs  of 
any  likely  reductions  in  the  near  future. 
Among  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals, 
prices  and  conditions  have  remained  more 
stable  during  recent  weeks.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  advances  notified  by  the  makers  of 
Atropine,  Homatropine  and  their  com- 
pounds, as  tabulated  below  (p.  355),  there 
is  little  to  comment  upon.  No  alteration 
has  been  announced  in  the  prices  of  Pilo- 
carpine. 

Crude  Drugs 

Business  in  these  commodities  has  again 
been  of  a  routine  character,  with  few  altera- 
tions in  prices.  Dealers,  however,  are 
finding  plenty  of  inquiries  to  answer  for 
crude  drugs  that  are  no  longer  obtainable, 
among  thern  such  items  as  Sassafras  bark. 
Blood  root.  Orris  root,  Cantharides, 
Henna,  Alkanet  root.  Aconite  root. 
Juniper  berries,  Uvi  urs^  leaves  and 
Krameria.  It  is  understood  that  some 
business  is  being  done,  with  official  per- 
mission, in  Agar,  supplies  of  which,  it  will 
be  remembered,  were  recently  "frozen." 
Ample  supplies  of  Antimony  are  stated  to 
be  available  for  essential  purposes.  Re- 
stricted supplies  of  BucHU  leaves  are 
firmly  held  at  the  last-mentioned  prices. 
Ergot  remains  extremely  quiet,  but  prices 
are  without  quotable  change.  Ipecacuanha 
is  a  strong  market.  Rather  more  inquiry 
has  been  received  for  Jalap.  The  market 
is  awaiting  fresh  supplies  of  Olibanum. 
Supplies  of  Kenya  pyrethrum  are  poor. 
Present  stocks  of  Senna  are  stated  to  be 
ample  for  current  requirements.  Consider- 
able interest  has  been  created  in  the  spices 
market  by  a  communication  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  to  the  spice  trade  through 
the  General  Produce  Brokers'  Association. 
This  states  that  exchanges  of  views  are 
taking  place  between  the  Government  and 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  with 
the  object  of  arranging  for  the  requirements 
of  the  United  and  neutral  nations  to  be 
reserved  for  them  at  prices  approximating 
to  or  slightly  below  those  at  present  ruling. 


A  substantial  measure  of  agreement  h£ 
already  been  reached,  but  in  the  meantime 
the  Governments  of  the  British  Colonies 
which  produce  Cinnamon,  Mace,  Nutmegs 
and  Pimento  have  been  asked  to  curtail 
shipments  for  a  short  time  until  co-ordina- 
tion can  be  put  into  effect.  The  communica- 
tion continues  that,  as  there  are  adequate 
stocks  of  these  spices  either  in  the  United 
Kingdom  or  now  afloat,  there  is  no  justifica- 
tion for  spot  prices  being  advanced  beyond 
present  levels. 

Essential  Oils 

Very  quiet  conditions  continue  to  prevail 
in  the  market  for  Essential  Oils,  and  price 
changes  are  negligible.  In  Eixed  Oils 
and  Fats,  however,  increases  have  been 
announced  by  the  Ministry  'of  Food  for 
products  allocated  to  primary  wholesalers 
and  large  trade  users  for  the  five  weeks 
ending  October  31.  A  list  of  the  new  prices 
is  given  on  p.  353.  An  agreement  has  been 
announced  (p.  352)  whereby  the  United 
States  will  be  the  exclusive  buyer  in  certain 
prescribed  regions,  and  the  United  Kingdom 
in  other  available  producing  areas,  on  behalf 
of  all  Governments  adhering  to  the  agree- 
ment, of  fats,  oils  and  oilseeds.  Supplies 
purchased  by  the  two  Governments  Avill  be 
allocated  among  the  United  Nations  accor- 
ding to  recommendations  made  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Combined  Food  Board  and 
accepted  by  the  Governments  concerned. 
The  plan  is  stated  to  be  part  of  a  general 
strategy  that  "seeks  to  make  possible  the 
sufficient  procurement  and  allocation  of  the 
various  important  food  supplies  available 
to  the  United  Nations  for  the  combined 
war  effort."  An  Order  has  been  made  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food,  with  effect  from 
September  28,  increasing  by  6s.  per  cwt.

Civil  Defence  Training  for  Chemists 

Sir, — As  a  result  of  the  depletion  of  Civi 
Defence  personnel  an  adequate  first-aic 
service  is  becoming  jeopardised.  These 
circumstances  present  pharmacists  with  ar 
opportunity  of  serving  their  country  .  .  .  , 
It  has  always  been  difficult  for  pharmacists 
to  decide  to  take  up  training  in  the  ordinary 
first-aid  organisations  without  running  the 
risk  of  meeting  their  clients  who  have 
traditionally  regarded  the  pharmacist  as 
already  trained  in  this  work.'  Added  to  this 
has  been  the  reluctance  on  the  part  ol 
executives  of  first-aid  organisations  to 
extend  to  the  pharmacist  more  than  a 
meagre  recognition  of  his  status.  It  is  now 
felt  that  pharmacists  can  give  a  real  con- 
tribution towards  the  war  effort  by  training 
themselves  to  be  of  service  in  the  event  of 
a  national  emergency.  The  standard  of 
training  vv^hich  it  is  desired  to  reach  in  all 
subjects  (first-aid,  nursing,  hygiene  and 
sanitation,  gas  detection)  should  also  be 
of  real  value  to  every  pharmacist  in  retail 
business,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
examinations  and  certificates  of  proficiency 
issued  will  also  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
War  Office  should  the  pharmacist  later 
join  H.M.  Forces.  Plans  now  made  will 
make  it  possible  for  pharmacists  to  take 
this  training  in  their  own  locality.  The  time 
required  for  training  should  not  exceed 
two  evenings  a  week  with  a  Sunday 
afternoon  parade  probably  not  more  than 
once  a  month.  In  the  interim  will  those 
pharmacists  who  wish  to  join  the  corps 
please  send  in  their  names  ?  A  meeting  will 
be  called  shortly,  when  full  details  will  then 
be  given.  This  appeal  to  pharmacists  to 
come  forward  and  offer  their  services  is 
made  in  the  hope  that  there  will  be  every 
effort  made  to  contribute  a  worthy  share  in 
our  fight  against  the  Fascist  enemies.  For 
the  further  information  of  those  interested 
it  should  be  added  that  both  men  and 
women  pharmacists  are  w^anted,  and  that, 
subject  to  certain  conditions  which  may  be 
made  later  on,  pharmacy  personnel  not 
qualified  are  also  cordially  invited.
